The company was purchased principally because many of 
the features covered by its patents can be used to extend 
the use of electric accounting and tabulating machines 
produced by International Business Machines Corporation.

The Electromatic typewriter has been on the market for 
a number of years, and is the first commercial typewriter 
in which the entire mechanism is designed primarily for 
power operation. Every movement of the machine is 
actuated by an electric motor, a pressure of only two 
ounces on the keys being necessary to make the electrical 
contact which results in the operation of the machine.
